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Weather adds to 
gym use increase 


According to the increased use of the Phy- 
sical Activities Center, a health kick has start- 
ed on Clarke campus and P.A.C. director 
Sister Katherine Ann Beckman finds it 
encouraging. 


Sister Beckman thinks the reason for the 
sudden enthusiasm in the use of the P.A.C. is 
the weather, “Joggers are allinside now,” and 
“more girls are getting involved in Intra- 
mural Sports,” she said. “This is due to Sister 
Diane Malone.” 


Last year the P.A.C. was open from 12 
noon-10 p.m. five days a week, but Sister 
Beckman found that very few persons used 
the facilities. Now the P.A.C. is open seven 
days a week, the hours ranging from 3-10 
p-m. (The hours are posted in the P.A.C., on 
dorm bulletine boards, and in student activ- 
ity books.) 

In November of 1980 there was an average 
of 50 persons using either the gym or the pool. 
And in December of last year the average was 
30 persons a day. Sister Beckman attributed 
the drop to students’ need to study for finals. 
This January there has been an enormous in- 
crease in the use of the gym and especially the 
pool. 


The P.A.C. offers a lot of alternatives to 
students. There are many activities: basket- 
ball, volleyball, badminton, track, weight 
lifting, swimming, and dance classes are of- 
fered every weekday morning. 


Many students say it’s a good way to get 
away from books, a way to just get out for 
awhile, to exercise, to lose and control 
weight, or just a way of procrastinating. 


Sister Beckman feels students are discover- 
ing it’s relaxing and “a lot of fun.” She also 
feels the increase of intramural sports activity 
will guarantee constant flow of students using 
the P.A.C.

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COMMENT 
Time may be overwhelming 


As I rode the bus to Chicago this weekend, while chaperoning 
brothers and sisters of Clarke students, I experienced a minor, ye 
disturbing, situation. 

The children were let off the bus at the first stop and I also got 
off to make sure’ the parents of the children were there to pas 
them. One child’s parents had not arrived when we got there, so 
called the home of the child and was informed that the parents 
should be arriving momentarily. I waited ten minutes with the 
child and after being assured of her safety, I boarded the bus and 
we were on our way to the next destination. 3 


As the children exited the bus at the second stop, the driver an- 
nounced that we had lost 10 minutes at the last stop and that he did 
not want to lose any more time. Time, he did not want to lose any 
more precious, valuable time. 


I couldn’t believe that the ten minute delay had disturbed the 
driver, especially when the safety of a child was concerned. But his 
obsession with time.seemed to overwhelm any other concerns. 


Time, how many of us are cursed with the fact that our lives 
are centered around a clock. Why don’t we have time to sit and 
watch a movie, or participate in a school activity, or just sit and 
relax to ease our minds of daily tensions? 


For years when someone would suggest an activity to me, I 
would always reply, “I don’t have time.” Generally, the response 
would always be, “Well, you are just going to have to make time.” 
But how do you “make time?” It took me awhile, but I finally 
figured it out. I actually have the time to do whatever I want to do 
... I found the things I did not have time for were usually things I 
didn’t want to do anyway. 


When I thought about it, I found that most of us do have the 
time. We just do not realize it because we are constantly worrying 
about our next appointment or our next deadline. We spend most 
of each day worrying about “time.” 


So, just when you think you are running out of time, stop a 
minute and relax and think about what you are doing. You might 
find that being five or ten minutes late is better than risking your 
life by exceeding the speed limit or risking your mental health wor- 


rying about something you cannot avoid.
